We have been able to increase the length of the school 
year to 25 weeks, a spring term of 10 and a fall term of 15 
weeks, which was divided at the end of the seventh by a 


recess of one week. 
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The interest money from the Fogg fund was applied as 
usual to School No. 9 and 10, lengthening the fall term four 
weeks. . 

Owing to the increasing difficulty in securing competent 
teachers at the prices paid in the past, and the inequality 
in the salary paid in the different schools, the board voted to 
pay $28.00 per month in each school, beginning with the fall 
term, making the salary uniform throughout the district, and 
feel assured that this arrangement will prove of great benefit 
to the children of the district. 

No. 6 school house has heen put in thorough repair and 
equipped with adjustable seats and desks of the most ap- 
proved pattern at a total expense of $89.90. 

In compliance with the law passed at the last session of the 
legislature, we have furnished each school house in which a 
school is taught (excepting at No. 8, which will be erected in 
the spring) with a U.S. flag, flagstaffand appliances for dis- 
play of same. 

In accordance with the law a census of theschool children 
was taken in October, and the report shows that we have 


ffty-nine boys and sixty-one girls.
